JUMPERS OF THE PAST AND PRESENT. 

A Canadian writer entertains a poor opinion of tlie 
nresciit generation of sleepleebasers. as eonipared 
with some of Hie splendid jiiinpers of Hie early 
'79’s. and in a recent article says: “It is quite Ihe 

fasliioii nowadays for a certain class of turfmen, 
who know nothing about Hie subject, to pretend Hiat 
ivfereiiee to old-time performers is of no value, lx- - 
cause the horses of the iiresont day run so iniicb 
faster. A’erily these modern critics know nothing 
ntxuit Hie subject they prattle so glibly about. The 
jilinners of past years could give awa.v many a 
stone in weight to the rilTraff crowd of jumpers 
that foi-mcd I lie majority at Hie late AA’ooilbine meet- 
ing. It is really an insult to Hie old-timers to link 
the present cnx-ks with tliein even for comparison's 
sake. I lift my liat to such past giants as Milesian. 
Dnffv. AA'ild Rose, Jaek-on-tlie-Green. Pilot. Jack 
tin- P.arber. Kelso. Blackbird. Mitchell. Viley. Cbar- 
liinagnc. Tradewiml and then in later years. Iler- 
I dies and l.ioii Heart. 

“I saw Alileslaii with 108 pounds np st.art at 3:30 
p. m. against eleven horse.s in Hie Montreal Hunt 
Club Clip, distance three miles, over the .AIcDongall 
farm, back of the moiininin. as rough a bit of 
country as ever chasers were ask(-d to perform over. 
It was over stone walls, some of them four feet 
bigli; snake fences, swampy ground, np bill and 
down dale, and the sidciidid son of Mickey Free, 
giving away Inmiis of weiglit to everytliing in tin- 
race, won liandll.v. One hour after the finish of tills 
race Mr. Banatyne. his owner, brought him ont lo 
start in tlie open steeplechase Ogainst twelve fresh 
horses, distance thriv- and one-half miles. 

“.As that gentleman owned another good performer 
in Dnff.v. which was in gixxl sliape. and was eligible 
for Hie then oix?n race, he was urged to start Hie 
fi-esii liorse. blit he declined, stating be had made 
lip ills mind to win Hie double event with Milesian. 
He was also determlin-d to ride the horse himself. 
Considering that the Ix-st professional steeplechase 
ridei-s in the country had mounts in the race, it 
jixikcd like throwing his ehance away, as his most 
ardent friends could not class him a goixl amateur. 
Ride he did. and tliongli lie did little more Hi.-in 
Slav in the saddle, never saving his hor.se at am- 
stage of Hu- race. Hie gallant Milesian carried his 
182 poiiiids to Hie front and came home winner of 
tlie ibxible event, leading fully twenty lengths. 

“Such deeds as these are worth recording, showing 
as they do the splendid quality of the jumpers of 
that day. The pri-sent dav weeds and flat-racing 
culls form a majority of Hie lepix-rs in active ser- 
vice just now. 

“Judged hv every fair comparison, the present 
lot of steeplechasers (I allude to those, of coursi . 
owned in Canada) would have no chance, equ.-illy 
weighted, against the ix-rforniers of ye olden days. 
If the excuse is made that the races across country 
are run much faster than in years gone by T shall 
be prepared to knock over tliat argument as well. 
Considering Hie going then as compared with the 
fooling of todav. it was as a ploughed field against 
siiKKitli turf. Impi-oviiig the breed of tlioroiigh- 
l.rcds in Canada Is a pleasant theme to talk alwuit. 
but there has been very alow progress made on that 
line during mr time."
